the past fow days not to have beon nltosothor
unreasonable. Tho failure of 0. H. Yonnor, A
Co. ot this olty, and ot Turner & Brother ot
Boston, aro both ascribed by tho members ot
those firms to thoir being overloaded with
new wator and corporation bonds, which,
though Rood In thomsolvos, oould not bo sold
fait enough to moot tho maturing loans for
whloh thoy had boon hypothecated. Tho offi-

cers ot tho Atchison, Topoka and Banta Vi Ball-roa- d

Company oponly announce that, owing to
tho want of a market for thol r General Mortgago
4b, thoy doom It moro advantageous to pay a
commission ot 1 per cent, fpr n ronownl tor two
roars of thoir 7,000,000 duarnntoo Pund
notes than to attempt to force a salo of enough
of tho mortgago 4s to pay thorn. Tho Bock
Island Itatlroad Company, too, 1b reported to
bo about to lssuo some millions of short debon-turo- a.

Instead of soiling tlio long bonds It holds
in rosorvo. Both theso corporations only fol-

Theso casos are only samples of hundreds ot
othors ot less importanco which havo not
como prominently into notice, bocauso the
partlos Interested crodttora as well as debt-
ors wisoly retrain from making thom public
Boring tho flush period which precodod the
Baring collapso of last Kovembor. tho same
sort of onthuslasm whloh Is now rushing up
the prlcos ot stocks led to tho building, all over
tlio country, of wator works, gas works, towns
and cities, eloctrlo streot railroads, cloctrlo
light plants, manufactories ot various kinds,
and not a fow now railroads. The monoy for
thom was sought principally In Now York and
In London, and about as much In ono city as
in tho othor. Financial Institutions and bank-
ers olthor bought outright tho bonds issued
by tho compantos engaged In theso enter-
prises or mado largo advancos upon them.
A part thoy dlsposod ot to Investors at a
profit, but a vory largo roslduo still romalns
uiion thoir hands awaiting a chango in the
tompor ot capitalists, who at prosont roso-lute- ly

rofuso to buy thom. That tlio refusal
Is not meroly duo to tlio want of vnluo ot
tho securities offered is ovldont from tho
difficulty with which tho city of Brooklyn
recontly placed hor 3 por cent loan, and from
tho vory fow sales of tho boat class ot bonds
llstod on tho Stock Exchange It Is rathor, ac-
cording to my notion, owing to a difference ot
vlows betwoen buyors and sellers in regard to
tho rate ot Income Thus, while Brooklyn
could notroadllyplaco hor 3 por conts at par.

any good investment stocks and bonds aro
offorod at auction without rosorvo, they find
purchasers, though at prices much bclowthose
which rulod tor tlio samo clasj of securities
two or throo years ago. Tho fall in Oovern-
mont 4s from 130 in 1880 to 110 now is further
evidonco to the samo effect

This condition ot tho investment market
must ere long, afford opportunities for the
profltaulo employment ot money far suporlor
in every way, in my opinion, to purchasing tor
a rise stooks about tho intrinslo value ot which
no information can bo obtainod, and which,
llko Missouri Pacific, can bo knocked down out
of sight in a day by ovonts which can neither
bo forcsoen nor controlled. All the solid for-
tunes in existence havo boon accumulated, not
by gambling on tho Stock Exchango on the
turns ot tho market but by judicious buying,
at low prloos. ot properties which timo and tho
growth ot the country have rendered valuable.
Even Jay Gould has made ton dollars in this
way where ho has mado one on the Stock
Exchango. In fact his stock gamblos have
more than onco brought him to the verge ot
ruin, while ho has been onrlcbod by bis pur-
chases of d railroad and telegraph
stocks and thoir subsoauont dovelopmont
into dividend payers. I will not say that the
dividend paying of some of his enterprises has
not beon fallacious and intermittent llko that
ot the Wabash, tho Union Pacific, and tho Mis-
souri Pacific concerns, but his method Illus-
trates the principle I have In mind. Whatovor
solid property ho now possesses, consists
mainly of things which either pay dividends
or which he hopos to mako pay dividends in
the future. The into Moses Toylor left ovor
$50,000,000 which ho amassed by buying
tho bonds and stocks of concerns which
were in difficulties, and thon bringing thom
out upon Bolid ground. The lato Isaas Shor-ma-n

did tho samo thing, though upon a
smallor scalo than, Mr. Taylor. Among tho
living I know many, whoso namos ot course
I must not mention, who dovoto their onorgtos
not to watching tlio tape but to Inquiring
Into facts, and who invest thoir mono? upon
their own judgmont nnd not upon what
they fanay Is going to bo tho course of

or next wook's markot Somo of thom
huvoboon more successful than othors. and
have booome richor than others, and somo ot
them havo at timos mado mistakes by whloh
thoy have lost but .all ot thom havo, on tho
wholo, boon largo galnors.

What has boen dono by those mon can bo
done. In a measuro. by any on who will tako
tlio snmo courso that thoy did. Let a man, for
example, who has monoy wfclch ho desires to
employ to advantngo. Inquire of his broker, his
banker, or of any rcspcctablo financial Institu-
tion with which ho hnu relations likely to pro-
cure for hlra favorablo attention, wlint
bnrgains in securities they havo to offer, or
what opportunities thoy know of for proillablo
invo9tmont If thoy show a willingness to
negotiate, let him Inform himself of the naturo
of tho enterprise proposed, of tho charnotor of
tho men who conduct It and of the facts
upon whloh it deponds for euccoss. It Is
ofton wlso to mako a personal inspection of
tho railroads, tho waterworks, tho mines,
tho factory, or whatever It may bo that tho se-

curities olfoied represont or employ nn ex-

pert to do it Having gathered tho necossary
data, tho investor should then sit down and
consider thom carefully and mako up his inlnd
upon thom for himself, consulting othors, not
for thoir opinions, but for such further

suggostionsas ho may nood for tho
formation ot his own decision. Indeed, I know
of nothing moro unjust to one's friends than to
got thoir opinions of Investments nnd net
upon thom. If tho investments turn out well,
tho frlonds' advlco is forgotten; it thoy turn
out ill. thoy alono aro blnruod. " Lot ovcry man
bo fully porsuadod in his mind," is tho
apostlos' sound exhortation, or to put it into
tho vornacular: " Lot ovcry tub stand on its
own bottom."

Tho objection to this motbod ot proceeding
is, of course, that It demands much time,

aud trouble, with a cortaln amount of
money-makin- g Instinct, whorons stock gam-
bling Is as easy as going to perdition. The
stock gamblor gives his ordor to his broker and
hands him his chock nnd tho broker does tho
rest whoroas tho plodding, painstaking in-

vestor puts his own labor and brains Into tho
oporatlon, Tho ono wins or loses by tho moro
oaprloo of fortune, and while hodoservos blame
if bo loses, ho is ontltlod to no credit It ho wins.
Tho othor, ovon if ho loses, has the satisfac-
tion ot retaining his and if he
wins ho may justly congratulate himself upon
his Buccoss.

An abundanco of
food in tho first Instance and of men to convort
it Into othor forma of wealth is, therefore, an
abundanco of real wealth, and under Its stim-
ulus opportunities for productive investments
become moro doslrablo and consequently
moro valuable. Tho prospoot accordingly, for
an era ot rcat business prosperity in this
country is, at present Vory gd, nnd thoso
who aro ablo by their means and their sagacity
